no circumstances would failurej; 

be countenanced by those directing the 
effort. "We made definite pledges," 
said Mr. Crombie, "it is our intention 
lo sec those pledges fulfilled. We feel 
our work has not received in some 
qnarterp. the support it deserves. Why 
that support is lacking is difficult to 
understand. But our every intention is 
lo continue, reawakening in all McQill 
men, the loyalty and gratitude .they 
.should and must feel toward their Al- 
ni.-i Mater, and enabling them to ex- 
press their sentiments concretely 
through the gift of a gymnasium to 
McGill." 

Mr. Crombie pointed out that the 
Gymnasium Campaign was undertaken 
only after careful consideration; the 
Graduates Society, representing the 
Graduates and past students at large, 
had definitely coniiiiitted itself to pro- 
vide McGill with a fully equipped and 
adequately endowed .-structure. 

From certain graduates, splendid co- 
operation lias been evident. A large 
body of enthusiastic workers has striv- 
en arduously, graduiiles In every walk 
of life, and in every cornev of ih» world 
have dug deep and given gencrouisly 
that their university might not suffer 
from the lack ot a need that has been 
glaringly apparent for halt a century. 

"I'.ut," declared the Montreal Chair- 
man, "lhal tine spirit, 1 am almost 
ashamed to confess, has not been suf- 
ficiently widespread." While enough 
funds are now on hand to build and 
equip the gyiuiiii.sium itself, it is still 
necessary to obtain an. endowment fund, 
the income from which will operate 
and raaiulalu the structure In perpe- 
tuity.

When the gymnasium 
Is completed and lurneil over lo Mc-
